EXPLANATIONS  AND  DIRECTIONS. 


The  figures  placed  at  the  beginnings  of  paragraphs 
denote  the  verses  of  Scripture  on  which  questions  under 
the  same  number  are  based. 

The  questions  printed  in  large  type  are  textual,  and 
may  be  answered  by  repeating  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  text.  The  questions  in  smaller  type,  although  not 
difficult,  are  designed  to  excite  reflection  and  study. 

Scholars  should  never  content  themselves  with  being 
able  merely  to  answer  the  questions  in  the  book,  but 
should  seek  to  get  all  possible  information  respecting 
the  portion  of  Scripture  allotted  for  their  several  lessons. 

Teachers  should  by  no  means  be  satisfied  with  raerely 
asking  the  printed  questions,  but  should  seek  to  imbue 
their  minds  with  the  sacred  subject,  and  to  invest  it  with 
all  possible  interest,  for  the  good  of  their  scholars. 

They  should  encourage  free  remarks,  and  the  asking 
of  appropriate  questions  on  the  part  of  scholars. 

A  question-book  is  chiefly  designed  as  a  help  t*  study, 
and  should  never  become  an  apology  for  the  nejt  set  of 
it.  It  is  of  great  importance  to  have  at  nand.  during 
the  study  of  th$  Scriptures,  some  good  Bible  Die  io«dry,
